T faT** Boggs, and Gerald R, Fa. rd, leading Democratic and Republican 
members of the United States Congress, John J. JfcCloy, former 
High Commissioner of Germany, and Alien V. Bulle a, foimar head 
of the United States Central Intelligence Agency. 

On May 19, 1964, at a meeting attended by all the 
Comais aiom rs, the CtoiaaiBsion uacnimoualy cleared all the members 
of its staff to handle classified information.
